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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The arguments about the statutory 101 rejection 
only brushes on the exceptions while the rejection specifically points to the deficiency for not fulfilling the realization of a concrete, useful 
and tangible Application result, for lack of hardware support, which is not provided by the rejected claims. The argument about IntelWBTA 
not teaching a outside file copied onto a harddrive and Examiner's conflating intelWBTA copying feature is not persuasive: the very 
installation by WBTA involving transferring from a CD media onto a target signifies that the target data is recipient from files transfer for 
the installation to complete, hence a copying of one or more files from one place to another is indispensable action during the WBTA 
install sequence reaching completion as set forth in the Examiner's Response previously filed. The rejection of 102 will stand as previously 
set forth in the Final Office Action -as well as the grounds for 103(a) - because there is not sufficient patentable subject matter as 
perceived from the state of the claim narrowed down to copying and storing of a driver from an outside source of installation. The 
amendments even as entered do not put the application in conditions for allowance in view of the above. . 
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
